Step in Production 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Presi- 
dent Hoover, in a special message to 
Congress, today vsged either the 
speedy ratification of the projected 
convention to suppress trade in im- 
plements of war or special legisla- 


tion empowering the Chief, Execu- 
tive to limit or forbid shipment of 
arms for military purposes. 

The message, which has been 
awaiting presidential approval for 
several weeks, did not mention any 
specific conflict such as the unof- 
ficial Chinese-Japanese war or the 
differences between Paraguay and 
Bolivia in the Chaco. 

Text of Message. 

The President's message follows: 

“Recent events have emphasized 
the urgent néed of more authority 
to the executive in control of the 
shipment of arms from the United 
States for military purposes. There 
can be ne doubt that the control of 
such shipments to areas of prospec- 
tive and actual international con- 
flict would greatly aid the earnest 
and unceasing efforts which all 
nations now make to prevent and 
lessen the dangers of such son- 
flicts. 

“However, for one nation alone 
to engage in such prohibitions 
while other nations continue to 
supply arms is a futility. More- 
over, it would tend to give advan- 
tage to one nation over another by 
increasing the war potentialities in 
manufacture and skill of non-co- 
operating nations. 

“There is before the Senate an 
international convention for the 
suppression of international trade 
in arms and ammunition and im- 
plemehts of war signed at Geneva, 
June 17, 1925, awaiting ratificat:on. 
This convention has been adhered 
to by a large number of the other 
important nations and is practically 
stopped through failure of the 
United States to ahhere to it. Its 
ratification would contribute to the 
ends being sought by the entire 
world for the prevention and limi- 
tation of war. I earnestly urge 
that this convention should be rat- 


ified. 
The Alternative Action. 

“If, however, it is impossible, as 
seems to be the case, for the Sen- 
ate to now ratify this treaty, E is 
urgent that legislation should de 
passed conferring upon the Presi- 
dent authority in his discretion to 


when special undertakings of co- 
operation can pe secured with the 
principal arms manufacturing na- 
tions. 

“While such a measure would ::ot 
accomplish the whole of the pur- 
poses which the advance thought in 
the world requires, it would as 
least enable the executive in spe- 
cial cases to place the United States 
in line with other nations who are 
willing to make such sacrifices in 
the prevention of military conflict. 

“I therefore urge that this con- 
vention should receive ratification 
of the Senate now, or alternatively 
that legislation to the purpose 
mentioned should be promptly en- 
acted. 

“I attach hereto the views of the 
Secretary of State upon this sub- 
ject.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 10.— 
The people of Jefferson City, and, 
it seemed a large part of Missouri, 
jammed the State Capitol last night 
to greet the State’s new Democratic 
officers. The crowd was much 
larger than that at noon when the 
officers were inaugurated. 

It was planned to have dancing 
as a part of the historic Governor's 
ball after the reception line had 
passed through the executive of- 
fices, but so many thousands vir- 
tually mobbed the Capitol and so 
many hundreds formed in line to 
shake the officials’ hands that there 
was no room for dancing within 
hearing of the orchestra, even 
though the music was broadcast 
through loud speakers to the fur- 
thermost corners of the first. floors 
of the Statehouse. 

Lewis Ellis, superintendent of 
the Missouri State highway police, 
estimated that by 9 o’clock more 
than 10,000 persons had filed 
through the offices, shaking hands 
with Gov. Guy B. Park, Mrs, Park, 
their 2l-year-old daughter, Henri- 
etta, and the newly installed State 
officers, their. wives and the mem- 
bers and wives of members of the 
Missouri Supreme Court. 

Line Four to Eight Wide. 

At that time the line was from 
four to eight wide and still extend- 
ed 100 yards down the marble cor- 
ridor. Ellis estimated there were 
more than 10,000 persons in the 
Capitol when the crowd was at its 
peak. 

Visitors desiring to shake hands 
were ushered in a side door of the 
offices and were admitted to the 


reception line three or four at a 


time. Inside the first door they 
encountered three State highway 
patrolmen, holding back those who 
followed, and inside a second door 
stood Maj. V. R. Wilson, attached 
to the Adjutant General's office 
here. 

Maj. Wilson asked each visitor's 
name and then presented the caller 
to the new Governor, at the head 
of the line.

TO END LIFE, HUSBAND SAYS 


Talis Chicago Officials She Took 
Poison Five Days Before

CHICAGO, Jan. 10—Investigators 
from the Coroner’s office said 
Harry Porett, 29 years old, told 
them his wife, Mrs. Margaret Tim- 
mons Porett, had taken poison 
with suicidal intent several days 
before she was found dead in a 
Loop hotel after registering under 
an assumed name.

of such measures by the several 
states as will actually promote 
temperance, effectively prevent the 
return of the saloon, and bring the 
liquor traffic into the open under 
complete supervision and control 
by the states.’ 

“Nothing was said here about 
mere ‘modification’ of the eight- 
eenth amendment and that is 
what the resolution now proposed 
represents. It would continue the 
confusion that has prevailed since 
the adoption of the eighteenth 
amendment by permitting a fur- 
ther exercise of police powérs by 
the Federal Government in the at- 
tempt to prevent the saloon. It 
would deny to the people the op- 
portunity to pass upon the question 
by submitting the resolution to the 
Legislatures of the different states 
instead of to conventions in the 
different states. 

“Unless and until there is offered 
a clear cut resolution providing for 
outright repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment and returning unre- 
stricted control over the liquor 
problem to the different states 
without an attempt at continued 
exercise of jurisdiction by the Fed- 
eral Government, it were infinitely 
better that the eighteenth amend- 
ment should stand. 

“Both parties are on record in 
favor of referring the repeal reso- 
lution for action by conventions.” 
“This method of reference is nec- 
essary for two purposes: 

“1. To insure prompt and favor- 
able action. 

“2. To bring as closely as possi- 
ble to the people themselves for 
decision this question which deals 
so intimately with their lives and 
habits. 

“The voters gave their indorse- 
ment overwhelmingly to the party 
that stood for outright repeal. They 
emphasized this indorsement in in- 
numerable congressional races. If 
ever a mandate came direct to the 
Congress upon any subject it was 
the mandate of the recent election 
to submit a straight forward re- 
peal resolution. Failure by Con- 
gress to comply with this demand, 
which the people had the right to 
make, would prove a mockery of 
political integrity. 

“The resolution voted upon in 
the House of Representatives on 
the opening day of the present ses- 
sion represents the character of 
resolution which should be sub- 
mitted to the states for action. The 
resolution now proposed by the Ju- 
diciary Committee of the Senate 
does not fulfill the promises made 
or meet the demands of the ele- 
torate. 

“If this resolution is not correct- 
ed on the floor of the Senate, it 
should be defeated and those who 
favor repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment would be well advised 
to vote against any form of sug- 
gested resolution which does not 
provide for unqualified repeal.”

Kennedy said the attitude ot the

He mentioned new developments 
in mass transportation, among 
them the motor bus, as favorable to | 
an efficient city-owned and city- 
wide transit system, and advocated 
the early creation of a city transit 
commission to establish and oper- 
ate a municipal system. 

Ricketts, who is manager of the 
Raiiway Exchange Building, also is 
a member of the group represent- 
ing downtown property owners and 
merchants which recently has 
taken an active interest in the 
transportation problem. 

Ricketts said the city officials 
should be congraatulated for che 
progress they have made in the 
transit matter and urged to son- 
tinue. 

Declares Now Is the Time. 

“Our primary objective,” he said, 
“should be the best possible trans- 


portation system. St. Louis has the 


opportunity to provide its citizens 
and visitors with the finest metro- 
politan transportation system in 
the world. It can do this by tak- 
ing advantage of the existing sit- 


made by experts, and the develop- 
ment of new and faster methods of 
transportation. 

“The Special Transportation 
Committee of the Board of Alder- 
man already has reported, after ex- 
tensive hearings, that it appears 
city ownership is the only way an 
adequate system can be provided. 
It seems to me, then, that the board 
should speedily adopt a general 
plan and then create, as it is au- 
thorized to do, a transit commission 
to establish the system and oper- 
ate it.“ 

The “establishment of a transit 
commission in St. Louis to adimin- 
ister a rapid transit system was au- 
thorized by the enactment of a pill 
introduced in the Legislature in 
1929 by Ricketts. 

“The transit commission,” Ri-:k- 
etts said, “should be so created as 
to make it as free as possible from 
political influences, and its mem- 
bers should be men of the highest 
character and ability, willing to 
work unselfishly for the benefit of 


the whole city.” 
Summary of Proposals. 
Ricketts summed up his views 
as follows: 

We should remove as much as 
possible of the mass transporta- 
tion from the surface in the cen- 
tral business district. 

We should provide adequate 
traffic control and regulation 
wherever necessary. 

The vehicles best adapted to 
modern requirements should be 
used. 

If possible to do so in justice 
to the taxpayers and riders, we 
should make use of such parts 
of the existing transit facilities 
as are suitable for incorporation 
in a modern transit system.

From June 1, 1918, to March 31, 
last, said the report, moneys raised 
from the public through the sale 
of shares and debenture issues 
amounted to 2,104,000,000 Swedish 
kroner, or approximately $560,000.

Ricketts, who is manager of the 
Rel way Exchange Building, also is 
a member of the group represent- 
ing downtown property owners and 
merchants which recently has 
taken an active interest in the 
transportation problem. 

Ricketts said the city officials 
chould be congraatulated for che 
progress they have made in the 
transit matter and urged to <on- 
nue. 

Declares Now Is the Time. 

“Our primary objective,” he said, 
„should be the best possible trans- 
portation system. St. Louis has the 
opportunity to provide its citizens 
and visitors with the finest metro- 
transportation system in 

It can do this by tak- 
ing advantage of the existing sit- 
uation, the studies which have been 
made by experts, and the develop- 
ment of new and faster methods of 
transportation. 

“The Special Transportation 
Committee of the Board of Alder- 
man already has reported, after ex- 
tensive hearings, that it appears 
city ownership is the only way an 
adequate system can be provided. 
It seems to me, then, that the board 
should speedily adopt a general

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OF $1,000,000 FOR

Deputy Comptroller Gunn 
Says at Least $350,000 
Will Be Added to That 
Incurred a Year Ago. 


A deficit of not less than $1,000,- 

000 will confront the makers of the 
city budget next April, Deputy 
Comptroller Felix Gunn predicted 
today. 
Because of lessening revenue 
from real estate and personal prop- 
erty taxation, and a general de- 
crease in license collections, Gunn 
said it would not only be impossible 
to reduce the $651,800. deficit re- 
maining at the end of the fiscal 
year 1931-32, but that the deficit 
would be increased to at least $1,- 
000,000, when the 1932-33 fiscal year 
ends in April. 

The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, consisting of the 
Mayor, Comptroller and President 
of the Board of Aldermen, last 
week recommended to the City 
Assessor that real estate assess- 
ments for 1933 taxes should be 
reduced by 20 per cent from the 
1931 figures, or by one-ninth from 
the 1932 assessments, which were 
90 per cent of the 1931 figures. 

This proposed cut in assess- 
ments, according to a Comptroller's 
office estimate, would subtract 
more than $3,000,000 from the gen- 
eral tax levy. | 

Way Out Not Yet Suggested. 

How the new city administration, 
to take office just before budget- 
making time next April, will run 
the city Government after so great 
a cut in r nue, and how. the 
$1,000,000 deficit will be absorbed, 
‘or reduced, has not been explained 
by Mayor Miller, “omptroller Nolte 
or President Neun of the Board of 
Aldermen. Neun, who is the lead- 
ing candidate for the Republican 
mayoralty nomination, sponsored 
the plan for a cut in assessments, 
his proposal being to make it 25 per 
cent from tke 1931 figure, instead 
of th- 20 per cent which was de 
cided upon. 

Persons familiar with city 
finances said today that a radical 
cut in city salaries, as well as great 
reduction of expenditures, probably 
would be necessary to meet the new 
situation. A 10 per cent cut was 
made in the municipal offices last 
spring, but the city officials did 
not have power to apply this to the 
Police Department, or to some oth- 
er departments classed as State of- 
fices. The police, however, are giv- 
ing 10 per cent of their pay to un- 
employment relief. 

Special State Law Suggested. 

To get the salaries of State of 
fices reduced, a bill would have to 
be passed by the Legislature at its 
present session. It is predicted that 
city employes will not patiently 
take another cut unless it is ap- 
plied also to those in the State of- 
fices. No plan for a bill in the 
Legislature has been announced by 
the Board of Estimate, which regu- 
larly ‘sends a representative to the 
legislative sessions. 

Letters are being sent this week 
by the Comptroller’s office to heads 
of city departments, asking them to 
send in their estimates for the bud- 
get. The dep&rtment heads are in- 
formed, in the letter, that city 
funds will be even scarcer than 
they were last year, and that esti- 
mates must be curtailed to «the 
greatest possible degree. 

Comptroller Nolte, when asked 
today about the budget situation, 
said he was not reacy to announce 
his views, but might do so later. 
The Mayor, who is not a candidate 
for re-election, aas made no state- 
ment. While Neun has said he had 
definite plans, he has not an- 
nounced them.

The amendment, when ratified by 
t of the State, will alter 
the stitution so as to do away 
with the present December session, 
following the biennial election, at 
which members who have been de- 
feated for re-election retain their 
seats and their votes. Such a “lame 
duck” session is now in progress at 
Washington. The amendment pro- 
vides for the meeting of Congress 
and inauguration of the President 
in ‘January, following the election, 
instead of the present March ar- 


. Tangement. 


Gov. Park, in his inaugural ad- 
dress yesterday, urged that the Leg- 
islature ratify the amendment. The 
Chamber of Commerce letter, pre- 
pared by Jacob M. Lashly as chair- 
man of the board, said: 

“The archaic practice of having 
13 months elapse before the newly 
elected members of Congress func- 
tion, unless called into special ses- 
sion, was undoubtedly necessary in 
‘horse-and-buggy and mud-road 
days,’ but is decidedly out of place 
in this era, with its telegraph, ra- 
dio, railroads, paved roads and air- 
plane facilities. 

“Under the present plan the old 
Congress arranges for the inaugura- 
tion of the new President, and 
would have to decide on the election 
of the President, should that duty 
devolve upon it, even though its 
members may not be a part of the 
new administration. 

“The board of directors of the 
St. Louls Chamber of Commerce 
urges that an early vote of approv- 
al be given to this amendment by 
the Missouri Legislature, so that 
this State may be listed without de-

Solicitors who have obtained 


pledges of $2,525,734, or 66 per cent 
of the $3,850,000 goal, were told last 
week their final meeting of 


the 
campaign would be next Friday, 


when it was planned to formally 
close 


the appeal which began 
Dec. 4. 

About 100 heads of the largest St. 
Louis business firms were invited 
to yesterday's meeting in the board 
room of First National Bank, and 
65 were present. Reporters were 
not admitted, but a statement of 
what occurred was issued after the 
meeting. | 

Donation or Taxation. 

In opening the discussion, Watts 
said thousands of needy families 
could not be fed and sheltered by 
the relief agencies unless additional 
funds were forthcoming. “We all 
know,” he said, “these families are 
going to be taken care of ultimate- 
ly in one form or another, either 
by the present method or by taxa- 
tion. Which course is to be fol- 
lowed rests entirely in your hands.” 

The present total for the cam- 
paign was reached, Watts said, only 
after the entire city and county had 
been canvassed, and, in large mea- 
sure, recanvassed, The meeting, he 
added, was called “because we be- 
lieve we are confronted with a 
very serious situation affecting the 
entire community and in particular 
the business interest which you, to 
a great extent, represent.” 

Additional subscriptions were not 
sought at the meeting, but pledge 
cards were mailed later to those 
who had attended. The second meet- 
ing will be held at the same place 
tomorrow afternoon at 1:30 o’clock. 

Resolicitation Continued. 

Meantime, campaign solicitors are 
continuing their resolicitation of 
those who have not yet given or 
have given less than last year. Un- 
der the minute plan the pledges 
they have received so far would 
maintain the relief program only 
until Aug. 28. The minute plan re- 
quires of this campaign, in addi- 
tion to the $4,600,000 relief bond is- 
sue, $7.33 for each minute the 82 
participating agencies operate.

RALMIMERER DENIES 
SULIGHTING LAW SUIT 


Attorney on Stand in Suit to 
Cancel Contract Says Doctor 
Referred Case 


Burt A. Kaemmerer, attorney, de- 
nied’ yesterday, in testimony be- 
fore Circuit Judge Calhoun, that he 
or members of his office staff so- 
licited a contract with Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles A. Street, 7133 Linden- 
wood place, to repreesnt them in a 
damage suit following the death of 
their 9-year-old son in a quarry 
accident. : 

The hearing is being held on a 


suit by Street and his wife to can- 
cel the contract. They have since 
employed the law firm of Holland, 
Lashly & Donnell. 

Kaemmerer said that the case 
was referred to him by Dr. Claude 
V. Wilcox, physician who pro- 
nounced the boy dead. According 
to the attorney, he had talked to 
Dr. Wilcox over the telephone sev; 
eral times in connection with other 
matters but had never met him. 
He testified that Dr. Wilcox tele- 
phoned a few hours after the acci- 
dent and suggested that Kaem- 
merer get in touch with the Street 
family. 

According. Os KRaemmerer, the 
physician 161d him the family rad 
no money to pay funeral expenses 
and said someone had suggested 
they employ a lawyer to get money 
from the quarry company. ‘Dr. 
Wilcox told me Mrs, Street left the 
selection of a lawyer to him and 
that is why he called me,” the at- 
torney testified. 

He admitted sending his fatter, 
Tony Kaemmerer, an investigator 
in the law office, out to see Street 
the same evening and said he saw 
the contract his father obtained at 
that time. Kaemmerer said he met 
Street at the inquest the next day 
and arranged to have photographs 
made of the scene of the accident. 

“We worked two months on the 
case before we learned Holland, 
Lashly & Donnell were butting in,” 
Kaemmerer testified. 
sent me a written statement of the 
facts in the case. He never told 
me he was dissatisfied with me, 
nor did he or his lawyers tell me I 
was out of the case in the two 
months.” 

Street testified to the circum- 
stances of Tony Kaemmerer’s visit 
to his house. He said the investi- 
gator told him he had a “$10,000” 
case and showed him photostatic 
copies of checks the law firm ob- 
tained for clients in- damage sutts. 
Street said his distress over the 
death of the child was so great he 

“wasn’t myself” at the time he 
signed the contract. His wife re- 
used to sign. 

Mrs. Street testified the employ- 
ment of Holland, Lashley & Donnell 
was a result of a long acquaint- 
ance between her mother and Ja- 
cob M. Lashly of that firm. Lashly’s 
firm has filed a $10,000 suit against 
the construction company leasing 
the quarry. 

Kaemmerer, whose contract is for 
one-third of damages recovered, 
said he had had offers of settle- 
ment from an insurance vompany 
ranging from $750 to $2000 and that 
he had not filed suit in order not 
to jeopardize the rights of the 
Streets.» He denied his. father 
showed Street any photostatic 
copies of checks. “We didn’t have 
any Photostatic copies then,” Kaem- 
mere: said,. We have a drawer fun 
now.”

KIO, Jan. 10.— Japanese cav- 
alry and infantry units occupied 
Chiumenkow Pass in the Great 
Wall of China today, blocking a 
further pouring of Chinese troops 
through that fameus gate into 
Jehol province. 

It was the second strategic eae 
tion taken by the Japanese in a 
week to cut off China from the 
rich Moggolian province and frus- 
trate Chinese attempts to defend it 
against impending invasion an- 
nounced by Japanese military com- 
' Manders. 

Occupation of the Chinese city of 


Shanhaikwan a week ago by Jap- 
anese shut off the eastern gate, only 
a short distance from the point 
where the wall reaches the sea. 
Chiumenkow is 12 miles north of 
Shanhaikwan, and near the place 
where the -2000-year-old barrier 
turns westward.

It said heavy damage 
was inflicted and “great confusion” 
resulted from the raid. 

The four Chinese brigades sent 
into Eastern Jehol by Marsnal 
Chang Hsueh-liang were considered 
by the Japanese to be in territury 
belonging to the Japanese-spon- 
sered state of Manchukuo. 

Japanese as “Defenders.” 


The War Office, therefore, consid- | 


ered Japanese or Manchukuo 
troops as “defenders” of the terri- 
tory and justified in taking any ac- 
tion against the elements “menac- 
ing the peace of Manchukuo (Je- 
hol, ancient Chinese province, is 
generally regarded as part of In- 
ner Mongolia, although it drains 
toward Manchuria). 

Japanese dispatches said the Chi- 
nese troops in Jehol had been 
marching eastward steadily several 
days, threatening to cut off the 
Japanese at Shanhaikwan from 
their base at Chinchow, about 100 
miles to the northeast. 

Japanese also justified the seiz- 
ure of Chiumenkow as a precau- 
tion against encircling of the Japa- 
nese troops in Shanhaikwan. (Chi- 
nese leaders have pointed out occu- 
pation of the strategic centers on 
the Chinese wall gave Japanese uc- 
cess to the easiest: entry into Je- 
hol). 

Japanese military leaders expect- 
ed occupation of Chiumenkow, as 
well as Shanhaikwan, would cut the 
four brigades already in Jehol off 
from Marshal Chang’s main forces 
south of the wall.

‘BUILDING AS ECONOMY 


Jacob M.“ Lashly Sends Argu- | 155 © 


ment to Washington Confer- 
ence Scheduted for Today. 


The argument of economy is 
made in behalf of construction of 
a 10-story new Federal building, in 
the message sent to Washington 
departmental officials by Jacob M. 
Lashly, board chairman. of the 
Chamber of Commerce, for an of- 
ficia] conference today. 

The St. Louis plans have been 
scheduled for discussion at a meet- 
ing today of J. Clawson Roop, Di- 
rector of the Budget; Ferry K. 
Heath, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, and James E. Wetmore, 
acting supervising architect. Lash- 
ly’s telegram, sent last night, said: 

“Press dispatches state a confer- 
ence will be held tomorrow to con- 
sider constructing a 10-story Fed- 
eral office’ building in St. Louis in- 
stead of a six-story building. We 
earnestly trust this matter will re- 
ceive favorable, consideration by 
you. Larger building is demanded 
by public interests because it will 
permit the consolidation of all Fed- 
eral offices and agencies in one 
central building. It will result in 
saving in rentals to the Federal 
Government and aid immeasurably 
in expeditiously transacting inter- 
departmental Federal business 
here. ; 

“Moreover, a 10-story building 
would be more in consonance with 
the large municipal structures sur- 
rounding it as will be the general 
layout of the Memorial Plaza. 

“This organization is an advo- 
cate of governmental economy and 
would not recommend this addi- 
tional expenditure had it not de- 
veleped fully through its study of 
the subject that savings in rentals 
would more than offset the in- 
creased carrying charges and. that 
in view of present low construction 
costs the additional four stories 
can be constructed now at far less 
cost than when business returns to 
normal. 

“These additional stories will 
have to be built eventually and to 
do it away from a period of low 
construction costs and to wreck 
part of what you propose doing 
now is not, we feel, true economy. 
Recent large contracts in St. Louis 
have been let at from 60 to 70 per 
cent of costs estimated at time 
original Federal Building estimate 
was made.’

FINSTEIN BACK IN U.S 
TO RESUME LECTURES 


Confers With Americans Who 
Caused Him 10 Change 
Mind About Universe. 


By the Associatec Press. 
PASADENA, Cal., Jan. 10.—Far 
into the hours of this morning, 
Prof. Albert Einstein talked things 
over with the men who caused him 
to change his mind about the uni- 
verse. Einstein who arrived from 
Germany yesterday for his third 
annual visit to the ‘United States, 
not only has discarded a concept 
of a static uriverse but he en- 
pressed pleasure at the working out 
of new detafis of relativistic me- 
chanics. 
Among the conferees were Dr. 
Richard Chace Tolman, mathemati- 
cal chemist and physicist who be- 
lieves the universe to be a pulsat- 
ing one, expanding and contract- 
ing in cycles, and Dr. Paul Sophius 
Epstein, theoretical physicist with 
whom Einstein always spends 
much time on visits here over in- 
terpretations of new laboratory ex- 
periments bearing on relativistic 
mechanics. 
Einstein had nothing to say 
about new ideas he may have de- 
veloped concerning the unified field 
theory, the quantum theory and 
relativity. He said Berlin reports 
that he proposed a new interpre- 
tation or use of the Lorenz trans- 
formations in mathematics were 
without foundation. 
Asked About Technocracy. 

Einstein and his wife have taken 
up an abode in the Athenaeum, a 
scientific clubhouse on the campus 
of the California Institute of Tech- 
nology, where they will rem for 
two months while he lectures. 

Questioned about technocracy, he 
said “the problem of getting men, 
who understand most, in charge of 
government is one of the most 
difficult and one of the oldest 
problems in the world. 
It is not yet satisfactorily 
solved.“ : 
Speaking on international peace, 
he said: 
“One must try to stimulate the 
conscientious and influential peo- 
ple in these directions of interna- 
tional peace. 
“If the well meaning and influ- 
ential people of the world were well 
organized a great deal could be ac- 
complished.” 

Capital and Labor. - 
“What do you think will wlti- 
mately come of the seething unrest 
between capital and labor as it 
exists in practically all countries of 
the world today? How do you feel 
that problem could best be solved?” 
were two written questions sub- 
mitted by reporters which caused 
the scientist to stop and think and 
even Dr. Tolman had difficulty in 
interpreting the reply, so Einstein, 
with his wife chattering assistance, 
wrote for several minutes, an an- 
swer, translated as follows: 
“According to my opinion, the 
present situation arises since the 
supply of workers is greater than 
the demand as a result of the im- 
provemient in methods of produc 
tion. 

“There is always a great fraction 
of unemployed who force down 
wages. From this there results a 
deficiency‘in purchasing power and 
therefore the hinèrances to pro- 
ductive activity. 

“Improvement in the situation is, 
according to my opinion, only pos- 
sible through legislative regulation 
of the supply of labor.”

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\Need of Reorganizing All Units 
Of Government Pointed Out in 
U. S. Survey on Social Trends 


Regrouping of States and Establishment of 
City States Possible, Says Prot. 
Merriam of Wah U.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.---In 
“Government and Society,” one of 
the 29 chapters in the report of 
the President's Research Commit- 
teen on Recent Social Trends, Prof. 
C. E. Merriam of the University 
of Chicago, a member of the com- 
mittee, tells of the maladjustments 
in governmental areas resulting 
from social changes in the. first 
third of this century. 

As a result of the redistribution 
of population, Prof. Merriam points 
out, the cities found themselves in 
1930 with more than one-half the 
population, or 56.2 per cent (as 
against 40 per cent in 1900), while 
the 96 metropolitan regions, with 
more than 100,000 each, alone con- 
tained 44.5 per cent. These urban 
centers, he comments, were without 
equal representation in the legisla- 
tive bodies of the states, as a re- 
sult of anti-urban gerrymanders or 
failure to reapportion; they were 


of local self-government, and their 
population rapidly overflowed into 
suburban areas outside the corpo- 
rate limits. 

Missouri as Example. 


As an example of discrimination 
against the cities in State legisla- 
tive apportionments, Prof. Merriam 
cites the figures for Missouri, 
where, in 1900, the population of 
the metropolitan counties per leg- 
islator was 26,147 and of the rest 
of the State 16,437; figures which 
had grown in 1930 to 32,878 and 
17,656, respectively. Similar marked 
instances of discrimination were 
found in California, Illinois, Michi- 
gan, New York and Pennsylvania. 
Through the municipal home 
rule movement,” the report states, 
“a number of cities were able to 
obtain a type of local self-govern- 
ment, but even in such instances 
their powers were subject to judi- 
cial interpretation of a type that 
tended to narrow construction; 
others continued to carry on a 
hand-to-mouth existence in subjec- 
tion to the rule of the State Legis- 
lature. On the other hand, the 
provision for State administrative 
supervision of cities was very in- 
adequate, and such powers as 
cities possessed were usually left 
without any central control, even 
of statistical scope. 

“The larger cities were thus left 
in the dubious . position of being 
neither free nor under a responsible 
guardian, since the states would 
neither emancipate them nor super- 
vise them.’ This anomalous situa- 
tion led to the demand in some of 
the large centers such as New York 
and Chicago for a position of separ- 
ate statehood, co-ordinate with the 
other members of the Federal 
Union.” 

Growth of State Activities. 


As for the states, the period was 
marked by the growth of activities, 
both governmental and industrial, 
that swept across their boundaries 
in a flood “too great to be controll- 
ed by any one state.” This was true, 
for example, of corporations tran- 
sacting business in many different 
commonwealths, and of the opera- 
tions of the Federa! Reserve Board 
through its 12 districts. Various ef- 
forts to overcome the narrowness of 
state boundaries included the estab- 
lishment of the Commissioners on 
Uniform Legislation, the Governors’ 
conference, the American Associa- 
tion of State Legislators and a long 
series of other associations. 

“The over-representation of the 
smaller states,’ continues the re- 
port, “was the occasion of much 
comment, and in a contest spon- 
sored by the Chicago Tribune in 
1930 many interesting proposals 
were submitted for a new grouping 
of states. They included a plan 
which would retain 31 states as at 
. ‘esent, consolidate 17 states into 
eight, and form 11 city 
states. > 

“It is clear that important 
changes have been made and pro- 
posed in the last 30 years in the

The form of the new rural 
(town or township) or rural-urban 
unit, the place of the old-time 
county in the new spehere, the posi- 
tion of the urban community and 
especially of the metropolitan re- 
gion, the reorganization of admin- 
istrative areas, the future of the 
American state with the possibili- 
ties of interstate. agreements and 
regional understandings, the possi- 
ble regrouping of states and rity 
states, the position of the United 
States in the framework of the 
world’s legal order—all these are 
indicated as questions of basic im- 
portance in the political thinking 
and judgment of the near future.” 

Expense of Government. 

The proportion of estimated na- 
tional income devoted to govern- 
mental purposes rose from 9.1 per 
cent in 1915 to 128 per cent in 
1929. The expenditures of all the 
governments in the United States 
increased from three and a third 
billion dollars to nearly eleven and 
a half billion, or, allowing for 
changing price levels to six and 
three-quarters billion. 

Prof. Merriam classifies the gov- 
ernmental activities and expendi- 
tures in six main groups: (1) serv- 
ices to business, agriculture and la- 
bor; (2), public welfare, including 
education, recreation, health, social 
relief and welfare planning; (3), 
highways and aid to intercommuni- 
cation; (4), war activities, inclding 
the fixed charges of war; (5), mo- 
ralistic activities, including the 
regulation of gambling, vice and 
liquor and sundry censorships; (6), 
central control over social and eco- 
nomic forces, through the anti-trust 
laws, railway and public utility 
regulation, banking and currency 
supervision, conservation. 

The first two of these forms of 
activity, the author says, have 
aroused relatively little opposition, 
but the moralistic activities and the 
central control over social and eco- 
nomic forces have encountered se- 
vere attacks over a long period. 

Towering over all the questions 
raised by the functional develop- 
ment of the American Government, 
says Prof. Merriam, is the great 
question of the division of power 
under our complicated economic 
and political order. 

b Who Is to Rule? 

“Of particular importance,” he 
says, “will be the type of rapproche- 
ment and rapport on the border line 
betwen industry and government. 
Shall business men become rulers. 
or rulers business men, or shall la- 
bor or science rule the older rul- 
ers? What forms of government- 
owned corporations may emerge 
between the lines of the ‘purely’ 
political and the ‘purely’ economic”? 
How shall business bureaucracy be 
held to greater public responsi- 
bility? 

“To what extent may forms of 
government develop within large 
industrial or professional groups 
themselves, what type will these 
new constructions take, and how 
will they be related to the more 
formal! structure and powers of the 
more formal government? What 
shape will administration take un- 
der these new conditions of public 
and semi-public and demi-public 
sets of powers and organizations? 
What will be the relation of old- 
time legalism and constitutionalism 
to these emerging relationships? 

“Here are found some of the im- 
portant and emerging problems of 
the future, likely to tax most heav- 
ily the intelligence of the commu- 
nity. Here inventiveness and adapt- 
ability of a high order will be neces- 
sary to meet the novel and chang- 
ing situations.”

TORONTO, Ont., Jan 10. — Sir 
John Aird, president of the Cana- 
dian Bank of Commerce, today 
called on all nations to make a 
general reduction of 10 per cent 
in tariffs as a means of aiding busi- 
ness. 

“Some bold stroke of international 
action is required to permit of eco- 
nomic. progress,” he said, “and I 
suggest an early reduction of 10 
per cent in every tariff in all coun- 
tries, a move which should not seri- 
ously disturb the economy of each, 
but which might check the decline 
in world ‘trade and lighten the ar- 
duous task confronting statesmen 
at the forthcoming world economic 
conference.” 

His speech contained a vigorous 
plea against the · overthrow of the 
existing economic structure of the 
world and against internalization 
of banking. The return of all na- 
tions as soon as possible to the gold 
standard, he said, would be a step 
toward stability in international 
trade.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10. — The 
Capital still buzzed today with ex- 
citement over the furious personali- 
ties exchanged on the Senate floor 
yesterday by Borah of Idaho and 
Hiram Johnson of California. The 
clash between these two giants of 
debate was the most spectacular 
the Chamber has witnessed in years 
and reached unusual extremes of 
bitterness, but the consensus was 
that it ended in a draw. 


In his most@savage manner, John- 


son accused Borah of withholding 
from the Senate important informa- 
tion which might have influenced 
its attitude on the debt moratorium. 
Borah denied the charge and de- 
clared that all the necessary in- 
formation was available to anyone 
who would take the trouble to study 
public documents and newspaper re- 
ports. He intimated that Johnson 
had been either lazy or indifferent. 

The outburst was the first public 
manifestation of the smouldering 
hostility which has existed for sev- 
eral years between, two men once 
regarded as the Damon and Pythias 
of politics. The origin of the rift 
has never been disclosed, but it 
occurred soon after Borah managed 
Johnson’s unsuccessful campaign 
for the Republican. presidential 
nomination in 1920. Although both 
are classified as Progressives, and 
often vote alike, they differ em- 
phatically on foreign policies. 

Borah on Laval Conference. 

Yesterday’s eruption started as 
an echo of the debt discussion of 
last week, when Johnson and other 
Senators denounced the defaulting 
nations. On that occasion Borah, 
although refusing to condone 
France’s default, insisted that 
“enough happened” between Presi- 
dent Hoover and former Premier 
Laval during the latter’s visit to 
Washington in 1931, to justify the 
French people.in believing the debt 
would be revised if they consented 
to a reduction of German repara- 
tions—which they did in the fol- 
lowing year. 

Senator Moses inserted in the 
record letters from Secretary of 
State Stimson and Secretary of the 
Treasury Mills denving that any 
sort of an agreement had been 
made with Laval to revise the 
debts. One sentence in Stimson’s 
letter said: “So far as these dis- 
cussions ‘touched upon the subject 
of debts and reparations, they were 
limited entirely to temporary steps 


| which might be taken to offset the 


effects of the depression.” 


Says Understanding Existed. 

Borah pounced on this language 
instantly. “That is precisely what 
I tried to say the other day,” ‘he 
declared. | “There was a discussion 
of reparations and debts, and an 
understanding that steps would be 
taken in dealing with them to mol- 
lify or lessen the effects of the de- 
pression. I have not and I do not 
now defend the failure of France 
to pay. What F contend is that the 
French people came to the conclu- 
sion that if reparations were ad- 
justed there would be an adjust- 
ment of debts. I do not mean to 
Say there was a definite agree- 
ment, but enough did happen to 
furnish the French with some 
ground for arriving at that conclu- 
sion.”

perative need of economy. He points to the party 
platform pledge. Circumstances, as he truthfully 
says, require immediate action. Distressful condi- 
tions admit of no delay. Our tax-burdened people 
must have-relief. They look to the government at 
Jefferson City to provide relief. . 

Relief can primarily come by pruning expenses 
wherever practicable. Thrift is the governmental 
order of the hour. That applies not only to the 
State, but to all subdivisions of the State. Economy 
must be practiced in our cities and counties and 
towns. There are county officers that can be dis- 
pensed with. It ought to be done. The cities should 
adopt the practices of competent private business. In 
the premises the State has no option, The client to 
whom it owes its first obligation is the taxpayer. 

The Governor outlines how the State may proceed 
to fulfill its duty to the taxpayer. He suggests 
an audit of the various departments to determine 
what expenditures may be avoided or curtailed. Every 
elective State officer, he says, will operate with a 
reduced force and at less expense, and that should 
be the rule in every department and branch of the 
government. The consolidation of overlapping 
bureaus and the elimination of useless boards will 
effect a sizable saving, and he urges the necessary 
legislation to put into effect the recently ratified 
constitutional amendment providing for an execu- 
tive budget. He advises a uniform budget system for 
the counties. In the same key he recommends a 
central purchasing agent, or agency, for the State 
and for the counties. 

The Governor wisely takes occasion to say that 
wholesale and necessary economy does not mean 
parsimony. Indispensable services must be efficiently 
rendered and institutions, like education, for example, 
must be as generously maintained as our means will 
permit. He speaks of education as an investment 
which “brings the greatest returns,“ a sentiment in 
which public opinion, of course, concurs. 

By way of specific recommendations, he advises the 
prompt redistricting of the State into 13 congressional 
districts and ratification of the proposed amendment 
to the Federal Constitution for getting rid of the 
antiquated “lame duck” session of Congress. 

There is no atmosphere of the “great state paper” 
about this inaugural address. There is no attempt at 
profound leadership. It is simply a frank communica- 
tion to the Legislature and the people of an official 
who recognizes the brief tenure and limitations or 
his authority and seeks the co-operation of the law- 
makers and of public opinion in the urgent task they 
have assumed.

Against St. Louis Soccer Teams 


Local Players Must Be Registered 14 Days Before 
Match, and Those in East Only Three, Ac- 
cording to U. S. F. A. Secretary. 


By Herman Wecke. 
Although St. Louis last year contributed a major portion of the 
revenue derived by the United States Football Association from the 
National Challenge Cup competition, it appears that St. Louis soccer 


clubs must follow the “rule book” for registration of athletes for this 


season's series, while a special set of laws has been made for those in 
the Metropolitan area and in New England. 


This, at least, is the impression 
gained from letters sent out by 
James Armstrong, secretary of the 
U. S. F. A. Instructions received 
by the St. Louis managers state 
that “every player must be regis 
tered at least 14 days before the 
date fixed for the matches by the 
committee.” This is in accordance 
with Rule 4 of the National Chal- 
lenge Cup competition. 

How different as regards the 
East. Armstrong’s letter covering 
Eastern eligibility reads as follows: 
“For games over the week-end of 
Jan. 7 and 8, registrations will be 
accepted bearing a postmark prior 
to the time set for the kickoff. 
Registrations for succeeding games 
must be accomplished prior to mid- 
night of that Thursday preceding 
the game in which player is about 
to engage.” 

There's certainly no consistency 
in this. While a player here must 
be registered 14 days before the 
date set by the committee, in this 
case Jan. 22, only a few days are 
required in the Hast. 

Nine Clubs Involved. 

The clubs in the East, which 
come under this special ruling by 
Secretary Armstrong of the U. 8. 
F. A., are the Bohemian Queens, 
Brooklyn, Hakoah, New Tork

Ice Box Rolls 4 


One cake compressed yeast, one- 
half cup water, lukewarm, one 
cup boiling water, two teaspoons 
sait, one-half cup fat, one cup cold 
water, two eggs, one-half cup sugar, 
eight and one-half cups flour. 

Crumble yeast and add lukewarm 
water. Mix boiling water, salt and 
fat and add cold water. Combine 
yeast and fat mixtures. Add eggs 


and sugar. Add three cups of flour 
and beat three minutes. Add rest of 
flour. Stir two minutes. This takes 
place of kneading. Pour into 
greased bowl. Grease top and cover 
tightly. Store in very cold place. 

When rolls are désired, pinch off 
bits of dough and shape as desired. 
Place side by side on greased pan. 
Cover with cloth and set in mod- 
erately warm place until rolls have 
doubled in size. Bake 15 minutes 
in moderate oven.

This is the 
right bid, although he has such 
fine spade support, because he has 
a “split” hand—that barren 4-3-3-3 
distribution which renders trumps 
useless for ruffing purposes. North 
passed and I bid two spades, which 
all passed. I made my contract, 
there being no play to make more 
or less than eight tricks. I rebid 
my spades because of my weak- 
ness; it seemed safer than the no 
trump in view of my two double- 
tons, one of them utterly worthless. 
I thought we had done well on the 
hand because the opponents could 
make either three clubs or three 
hearts. and South could have bid 
one club had I not opened the bid- 
ding. To my delight, when the 
game was over we had a top on the 
hand. There were only five tables 
—but this is what the others did. 
At two tables East passed and the 
opponents either made three clubs, 
or set three spades a trick. At an- 
other table Hast bid a spade and 
his partner, allowing him no lee 
way for a light third-hand opening 
bid, mesmerized by his four spades 
headed by the queén and his red 
ace, completely oblivious to the 
purely negative value of trump 
support in a split hand, bid three 
spades. East quickly passed, but 
the harm was done. Tou have 
learned from the earlier articles 
that this response is unthinkable on 
such holdings in my system; in 
fact, West's response of one no 
trump seems to me automatic re- 
quiring no thought or judgment. 
At the fifth table East bid a 
spade, West responded with one no’ 
trump, but East overlooked his 
doubletons and presumably thought 
only of his very weak opening bid, 
and passed. Result, down 100 points. 
Was This His Predicament? 
I did not question this player 
about his reasons for not rebidding 
the suit, but this is what I sur- 
mise, He had observed the partial- 


lity of Sims players for weak third- 


hand openings, and decided to do 
likewise. Receiving a sign-off re- 
Bponse from partner, his system did 
not allow him to rebid without in- 
viting a rebid from the responding 
hand—in other words, he had no 
means of signing Off after a sign- 
off. He was, therefore, in a predica- 
ment, and not unnaturally preferr- 
ed the lower contract. As you know, 
in my system the two-spade rebid 
was a kind of “responding sign- 
off,” merely saying, “You had pass- 
ed originally; I took it on myself to 
open; you gave me a sign-off; but 
I prefer my own sign-off because it 
looks safer in connection with my 
distribution. No chance of a game, 
obviously, I cannot invite or force 
obviously, since you have signed off 
and I cannot invite or force you 
after learning that your hand justi- 
fied only a minimum response.”

In between “The Devil and the 
Deep,” which came just too late to 
win Laughton the Academy of Mo- 
tio: Picture Arts prize for the best 
acting of the year, and “Island of 
Lost Souls, he played Nero in Ceil 
de Mille’s big comeback spectacle. 
“The Sign of the Cross.” Every ore 
out here thinks he will be a sensa- 
tion with the public when that film 
really gets into general circulation. 
While he was making the picture 
and attired in his flowing Nero cos- 
tume, he went back and forth on 
the lot from his dressing-room to 
the sets on a bicycle. It’s an old 
English custom. 


“I like America immensely.”

There are folk who are born to 
be actors. Charles Laughton is one 
of them, Although not from a stage 
family, he takes to histronics as 
one whose cradle was the top draw- 
er of a wardrube trunk. 


Two professions tried to lure hin. 
from his ultimate aim of acting. 
One was the British navy, the other 
the hotel business. 


But Laughton wouldn't be lured. 
He wanted to act. He wasn’t inter- 
ested in being a matinee idol, still 
isn’t. He loves to portray a role 
with lots of character. For that rea- 
son, most of his parts have been 
far away from the commonplace. 


He was born in Scarborough, En- 
gland, July 1, 1899, and did littie 
beyond acquiring an education up 
tu the time of the outbreak of the 
World War. His parents wanted 
him to train for service in the 
British navy. He wasn't interested 
but thought he might eventuali 
sail the seas if his hopes of being 
an actor failed to materialize. 

About the time the war began, 
Laughton, then a mere ycuth, en- 
tered the service of the Claridge 
hotel in London. At first, he was one 
of the clerks, who smilingly turns 
the register toward the new ar- 


rival, talks intelligentiy of rates 
and expertly passes over a key. 

One thing made his clerkship 
pleasant; he met divers types of 
characters and he found great de- 
light in studying them. It wasn't 
hard for him, after a little study of 
a guest, to be that person himself. 
That was part of hig training for 
the stage. 

AS soon as he attained military 
age, he quit his job and enlist«d, 
but the war was scon over and 
Laughton was again back at his po- 
sition with the hotel. 


One day, a brother came down 
from London to see him. “What a 
remarkable thing you have here, 
Charles,” said the brother. “A com- 
fortable, pleasant occupation with 
no troubles to worry about.” 


Almost with one motion, Laugh- 
ton made his decision to try his 
hand at stage work. He gladly 
passed over his position to his 
brother, stepped on the other side 
of the desk and became an actor 
from that moment. 


His first step was to enroll at 
the Royal Academy of Dramatic 
Art. Here he absorbed the technical 
matters of stage acting until April, 
1926, when he got his first stage 
role, the part of Osip in “The Gov- 
ernment Inspector,” at one of Lon- 
don’s art theaters.
